Center Sehoel

A tour of Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter Elementary School is a 
curious mixture of what was, 
what is, what might be and 
how the building might be 
improved. The school has 
been listed in the Board of 
Education's, Capital Im¬ 
provements Program (CIP) 
report as number one pri¬ 
ority for replacement in 
1989-90. 

Guiding the reporter through 
the school, Principal John Van 
Schoonhoven pointed out both 
good and bad features. Basically, 
he explained, “IPs just not ade¬ 
quate for education today.” 

In many ways, says Van 
Schoonhoven, the school is a good 
building, “but it makes you work 
too hard at making things work.” 
He listed the major problems as 
room size, number of levels, and 
age leading to high maintenance 
costs. He also mentioned the in¬ 
adequate playground, which 
would be improved under the CIP 
proposal. 

Van Schoonhoven began the 
tour in the office complex. Here 
a little known fact was revealed 
-— the front of the school has al¬ 
ready been modified. An addition 
to the left of the office complex 
has been made for the principalis 
and vice-principal's offices. The 
rectangular addition fits into the 
front corner of the building 
(nearest the Greenbelt library) 
and changes the character of the 
main entrance which once stood 
out from the building. 

Even with this addition, the of¬ 
fice area is crowded. On one wall 
just inside the entryway, the in¬ 
tercom has been placed. It is 
separated from the secretaries by 
a row of chest-high file cabinets. 
Because of these cabinets, the 
secretaries sometimes miss inter¬ 
com calls when they are seated 
at their desks. However, the wir¬ 
ing makes it difficult to move the 
intercom, and load-bearing walls 
make it impossible to extend the 
office. 

In Van Schoonhoven's ideal 
school, the existing front of the 
building would be used as a front. 
The entry and the main office 
would provide an introduction to 
the school for visitors. At Center, 
visitors often come in the side, 
where the small parking lot (an¬ 
other problem) is located. Van 
Schoonhoven regTets that many 
people miss the Center School 
friezes because of this. “I feel 
strongly about the friezes . . ; 
they're part of the heritage,” he 
adds. While feeling that the frie¬ 
zes should be retained in some 
fashion, he does not think the 
school population should have to 
suffer from the school's “draw¬ 
backs.” 

One drawback is obvious when 
a visitor enters the cramped of¬ 
fice complex. The visitor faces 
the row of file cabinets instead of 
the secretaries, who are seated at 
desks perpendicular to and be* 
hind the files. It is not possible 
to arrange a true reception area 
in the office space. 

Outside the office complex, a 
door to the right of the main 
entrance leads to a small room 


used for telephone and television 
wires. Using an antenna on the 
roof, closed circuit broadcasts 
can be made throughout the 
school. The room also holds coke 
machines and reveals a window 
bricked over when the office ad¬ 
dition was built. 

Going outside the main en¬ 
trance and turning left, one walks 
past the famous friezes. At the 
other end of the building, intrud¬ 
ing upon the friezes, is the only 
ramp for handicapped access to 
the school. The ramp had to be 
placed here where it leads into an 
obscure corner of the gym be¬ 
cause all other entrances have 
steps either outside the building 
or immediately inside. In a later 
interview, Johannes Hoffman of 
the School Board Plant Mainte¬ 
nance Office explains that the 
school should have more hand* 
capped facilities, such as an ele¬ 
vator and bathrooms equipped for 
the handicapped.

Electrical and Plumbing 
Problems 

Hoffman strongly suspects that 
there would be problems with the 
school's electrical and plumbing 
systems after 46 years of exist¬ 
ence. Evidence of one problem is 
found inside the gym near the 
handicapped entrance. A warped 
floor under the window testifies 
to water leakage from broken 
steam lines of the heating sys¬ 
tem. The gym has a new dropped 
ceiling installed because tiles reg¬ 
ularly fell off the old ceiling. Even 
so, a tile is missing from the new 
ceiling. 

The panel boxes for the school 
are located beside the stage. Van 
Schoonhoven demonstrates an an¬ 
tique electrical system by throw¬ 
ing a huge switch. A bright 
green spark flares in an adjacent 
panel box — part of the process 
of turning on the gym lights. 
Van Schoonhoven explains that 
he requires that the panel boxes 
be kept locked because he feels 
it is safer. The panel box is filled 
with fuses. Fuses, although stan¬ 
dard 40 years ago, are a code vi¬ 
olation. Today's code requires cir¬ 
cuit breakers. These fuses also 
are frequently blown. 

In a later interview. Board of 
Education Director of Plant 
Maintenance Archie Floyd ex¬ 
plains that when a building is 
worked on, everything must be 
brought up to the present code. 
Hoffman mentions two other 
code violations, the absence of 
emergency lighting and a gener¬ 
ator to provide it. 

Behind the gym, at the far end 
of the building, is an odd class¬ 
room (106) Van Schoonhoven is 
not sure how it was originally 
used (Editor's note: It was used 
for many years for a cooperative 


kindergarten) The room is slight¬ 
ly larger than the other class¬ 
rooms and contains windows 
overlooking a walkway cut into 
the side of the earth. Van Schoon¬ 
hoven suggests that the cement 
ditch (which it resembles) was 
created to provide light for the 
room underneath. The windows 
run almost the entire length of 
the room and are four high. Van 
Schoonhoven explains that school 
personnel only open the bottom 
window's because the other ones 
are too high and are jammed 
shut. Looking at them, one won¬ 
ders what kind of tool was once 
used to open the top windows. 
Van Schoonhoven mentions that 
windows throughout the school 
don't close well and especially on 
the east side of the building al-

Woman Stabbed in Local 
Store; Assailant Shot

A man stabbed a woman more 
than 30 times last Saturday night 
in the midst of the crowds in 
Marshalls' department store in 
Beltway Plaza. An off-duty 
Greenbelt police officer stopped 
the assault on the woman by 
sh ootin g the assailant. According 
to William T. Lane, Chief of the 
Greenbelt police department, Of¬ 
ficer Craig Rich responded to calls 
for help from patrons and em- 
loyees in the store. Lane said 
witnesses have confirmed that 
Rich called several times for the 
man to stop stabbing the woman. 
When the man continued stabbing 
her, Rich shot him once in the 
back. 

Shawn Lam on t Brown of Land- 
over has been charged with as¬ 
sault with intent to commit mur¬ 
der and is being held under $25,- 
000 bond. His condition is de¬ 
scribed by the Prince Georges 
General Hospital as critical. The 
victim, identified as Doris Ann 
Robinson of Upper Marlboro, is 
in serious condition in the same 
hospital. 

Robinson was transported to 
the hospital by helicopter by the 
Maryland State Police Shock 
Trauma Unit. The Greenbelt po¬ 
lice department, in charge of the 
crime scene, also received sup¬ 
port from the Greenbelt Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad and several off-duty D.C. 
and Prince Georges County police 
officers who helped in crowd con¬ 
trol. Greenbelt police units from 
the next shift were also called in. 

At the time of the assault, Rich 
was working as a security guard 
at the store. As permitted by 
Greenbelt city policy, he was 
wearing his police uniform. He 
was placed on administrative 
leave pending completion of the 
investigation. Chief Lane stated 
that this is normal procedure in 
a case involving the discharge of 
a weapon by a police officer. 

Although the assailant and the 
victim apparently knew each oth¬ 
er, the motive for the stabbing 
is still under investigation. Any 
additional witnesses or persons 
who know anything about the re¬ 
lationship between them are re¬ 
quested to contact Det./Sgt, Er¬ 
nest W. Brumley of the Greenbelt 
police department at 474-7200.

Putens has been employed by 
the Federal Government for the 
past 10 years, serving in various 
staff capacities in the fields of 
personnel and labor relations for 
the U.S. Postal Service, Office of 
Personnel Management, and cur¬ 
rently as the Chief, Branch of 
Position Classification and Man¬ 
agement for the Mine Safety and 
Health Administration, U.S. De¬ 
partment of Labor. He has re¬ 
ceived numerous commendations 
and special achievement awards 
for excellence and has been nom¬ 
inated to several U.S. Senate 
Commissions. He is also presi¬ 
dent of his own company repre¬ 
senting both federal and private 
sectors employees in grievances 
and appeals. 

Putens is also active in a va¬ 
riety of community affairs. He is 
a member of the Eleanor and 
Franklin Roosevelt Democratic 
Club, the Greenbelt Cultural Arts 
Center, a trustee and Chairman 
of the Greenbelt Arts Trust Cor¬ 
poration, the Greenbelt Jaycees, 
and Citizens for Greenbelt. He 
is also a member of the Board 
of Directors for the Windsor 
Green Homeowners Association 
and is now serving his sixth con¬ 
secutive term. Prior to his elec¬ 
tion to Council, Putens served as 
a member and Chairman of the 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board (CRAB) which was instru¬ 
mental in the establishment of 
the Greenbelt Crime Prevention 
Committee. He currently serves 
as Council liaison to the Crime 
Committee. 


At the county, state, and na¬ 
tional levels, Putens is a member 
of the Prince Georges Municipal 
Association and the Maryland 
Municipal League. He currently 
serves on two Council of Govern¬ 
ments (COG) committees—the 
Human Resources Policy Commit¬ 
tee and the Public Safety Policy 
Committee. He also serves on 
the Finance, Administration and 
Intergovernmental Relations Pol¬ 
icy Committee for the National 
League of Cities (NLC). 

Putens is a graduate of the 
University of Maryland where he 
earned a degree in Microbiology. 
While attending school at night, 
he was employed in various re¬ 
search capacities for numerous 
medical and research development 
companies. He co-authored sev¬ 
eral patents dealing with minimi¬ 
zing air pollutants. 

Putens, with his wife, Becky, 
and their three children, Kim 14, 
Ryan 4, and Amy 2, reside at 
8225 Canning Terrace. 

Pilski Biography 

A native of Kingston, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Richard Pilski and his 
wife, Claire, a registered nurse, 
have been Greenbelt residents for 
24 years. They have a son, Rich¬ 
ard, Jr., and 2 daughters, Nancy 
and Chris. 

Dick is currently employed by 
the Maryland Department of 
Transportation, as an Admini¬ 
strative Aide to the Secretary, 
and on Special Assignment deal¬ 
ing with Commuter Rail. He was 
also employed as a Tax Repre¬ 
sentative with Prentice Hall for 
24 years.

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The Past and the Future 

Two sets of values that might otherwise have come in¬ 
to conflict over future plans of the Board of Education for 
rebuilding Greenbelt Center School seem already to have 
been reconciled by a courteous exchange of letters between 
the Mayor of Greenbelt and the Superintendent of Schools. 
At issue on the one side are the architectural and historical 
values of the building itself, which has been hailed as one 
of the ten best examples remaining in the United States of 
the art deco style. On the other side are the obvious inade¬ 
quacies of an aging building to meet the needs of the educa¬ 
tional program for the students who use it. Maintenance 
of the outmoded plumbing and electrical systems has become 
difficult and expensive, and classrooms in the original sec¬ 
tion of the building are far too small. 

We support the school board's commitment to keeping 
an elementary school facility in central Greenbelt — a 
decision based on the community's continuing stability and 
its projected future population of young children. We 
salute the school system staff for proposing the upgrading 
of the school. The funds for this purpose should be left in¬ 
tact in the capital improvement program budget. At the 
same time, demolition of this beautiful building would be 
regrettable. It is too important architecturally to Green¬ 
belt s designation as a historical district and too important 
in the town's history. As Superintendent Feeney noted in 
his letter to the city, “Surely there are ways to accommo¬ 
date both considerations." 

Exactly how the school board should proceed on the 
issue is a question that must for now be left open. Time 
is needed so that people of good will, concerned with both 
sets of values, can find a resolution. If we are creative 
enough in planning for the future of Center School, both 
these important values can somehow be satisfied.

low water to seep in. 

The ceiling here has been 
dropped. On the window side it 
was necessary to angle the ceil¬ 
ing up to the windows. A brown 
spot on the ceiling illustrates a 
recurrent problem — a leaky 
roof. 

Exposed water pipes along the 
wall lead to a sink. All rooms 
except the music room in the 
original building have these 
sinks. The exposed plumbing is 
a clue to the fact that the sink 
is not original. All non-original 
plumbing has to be done outside 
the walls. 

The health room is located to 
the right of the office complex. 
Between the health room and the 
reception area, two bathrooms 
and a vault are tucked in. When 
opened, their doors almost hit the 
secretary’s chair. The health 
room also holds the office ma¬ 
chines which the secretaries use 
—not an ideal situation because 
of possible vandalism. But this is 
the only spot for the machines. 

While not perfect, Van Schoon- 
hoven admits that "we can live 
with it,” Indeed, the office com¬ 
plex has something most of the 
school doesn't — air conditioning. 

Classrooms 

The old wing has 17 class¬ 
rooms. Two of the rooms used for 
special programs have been par¬ 
titioned from one former room. 
Most of these rooms are about 
600 square feet. Educationally, 
the school system prefers class¬ 
rooms of at least 1,000 square 
feet. Teachers have tried a vari¬ 
ety of arrangements — rows, 
groups, single — to fit in student 
desks but all classrooms have 
the same cramped feeling. 

The rectangular classrooms are 
laid out so that the longer side 
is parallel to the hallway. For 
this reason, it is difficut to make 
one classroom out of two because 
the resultant room would be so 
long. The warm glow of oak 
is present everywhere — on the 
door frames, doors, cabinets, 
and coat rack doors. The coat 
rack doors are a matter of con¬ 
cern to Van Schoonhoven, who 
although fascinated by their un¬ 
usual bi-fold opening mechanism, 
worries about pinched fingers. 
Although warm and sturdy, the 
wood is a fire code violation. New 
schools use metal. 

The old radiators under the win" 
dows have been fitted with a non- 
ad ju stable knob. The heating reg¬ 
ulating knob has been replaced by 
a centrally controlled thermostat. 
A grill at onq end serves as a 
heat return unit. For some rea¬ 
son, one unit, in the last class¬ 
room on the top floor, has a 
switch on this return. The ori¬ 
ginal slate blackboards, refinish¬ 
ed a few years ago, are small 
but in good condition. Cork bul¬ 
letin boards also appear original 
and are generally in good condi¬ 
tion, 

Decorative and functional glass 
bricks are present in all the class¬ 
rooms high on the inside wall. 
The bricks let light from the 
classroom (and its windows) out 
into th^ hallways, 

A cream-colored glazed brick 
covers the walls in the hallways. 
Van Schoonhoven admires this 
brick because it is hard to mark 
up and easy to clean. The light¬ 
ing in the hallways was installed 
about four years ago. 

Hoffman suspects that the cor¬ 
ridor rating is not in compliance 
with the code. The number of 
exits and length and width of 
the hallways needs to be check¬ 
ed. He also feels that the stair¬ 
way doors and the width of the 
stairway may be problems. Other 
violations are the lack of fire es¬ 
cape windows, sprinklers, and 
smoke detectors. The ceiling tile 
in the hallways and the boiler 
room is also combustible,

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Concerned Citizens Complain to City 
Council about Increasing Pet Problem 


by Mary Lou Williamson 

Stray dogs and dogs not 
under the control of their 
owners worry Joe Remenick, 
Steve Polaschik, Eunice Cox- 
on, Joe Costa and Florence 
Holly. These five were part 
of a larger group of resi¬ 
dents who visited the Green- 
belt City Council at its bud¬ 
get work session several 
months ago. They asked 
for immediate help. Other 
municipalities have tighten¬ 
ed up both regulations and 
enforcement in recent years, 
the group told council. They 
demanded that Greenbelt do 
the same. “The problem has 
tripled since I came here in 
’66,” said Coxon. “Fve had 
to give up my walks in the 
North End.” 

“Is the animal warden a pas¬ 
sive or active system?” asked 
Costa, rhetorically. 

“We need better patrolling,” 
Polaschik answered. 

City manager James K. Giese 
explained for the group the bud¬ 
get items pertaining to animal 
control. The city will purchase 
a van/truck designed for use by 
the animal warden, whose cur¬ 
rent “hand-me-down” vehicle, 
Giese acknowledged, is near col¬ 
lapse. New also for this year is 
the position of a second part- 
time warden which the City is 
seeking to fill. Funds for patrol¬ 
ling are increased over what was 
spent last year (for 312 hours of 
patrolling), though only slightly 
above what was budgeted for last 
year. (The city was without a 
warden two times during the 
year.) 

Council could approve spending 
a lot more on patrolling, Giese 
said at the meeting, but the tax¬ 
payer, he believes, would obtain

a poor rate of return for dollars 
spent. Council apparently agreed 
for no new funds were added to 
the budget. 

Rabies Threat 

Giese's greatest concern is the 
potential threat of rabies. While 
no cases have occurred in or close 
to Greenbelt, the disease is 
spreading eastward into Prince 
Georges County. He views the 
increased danger to family pets 
as very significant. As people 
become concerned about rabies, 
he suggests, they will be more 
willing to keep their pets under 
much closer control. Dogs are 
subject to rabies and can .in turn 
transmit the disease to humans. 
The city has been sending an 
Open Letter to citizens offering 
guidance in avoiding the rabies 
threat. 

Pet owners have “scoffed at the 
law for years,” Giese admitted. 
“They don’t see much reason to 
keep pets under control.” The 
threat of seeing the family pet 
suffering from rabies and the 
potential danger to the human 
members of the family, he hopes, 
should begin to change those at¬ 
titudes. 

Giese acknowledged an increas¬ 
ed level of complaints. He noted 
that some efforts have been 
made in experimenting with 
tougher enforcement in neigh¬ 
borhoods where complaints are 
higher, such as the North End. 
Whenever we get a complaint and 
we know who the owner is, Giese 
continued, we write a letter. The 
county, he said, had tried to solve 
the problems by establishing a 
commission of citizens to deal 
with them. He held out little 
hope of help from the court sys¬ 
tem. One problem, he pointed 
out, is that the law does not 
prohibit a dog from being off the 
leash; rather dogs must be under 
effective control. 

Remenick commented that the

lake area seemed to be a pantio- 
ular problem. 

Polaschik wondered whether the 
current fines imposed on an own¬ 
er who wishes to retrieve a dog 
picked up by the animal warden 
were steep enough or too cheap. 
Councilman Richard Pilski sug- 
gester the charge be the equiva¬ 
lent of a first-class dog motel. 
Would raising the license fee help 
defray any additional costs? Po¬ 
laschik inquired. 

Councilman Thornes X. White 
asked Giese whether this would 
be a good opportunity to use the 
municipal infractions authority 
the city has, but hasn’t used. 
Under this system a citation 
could be issued by the animal 
warden or police cadet, rather 
than just by a police officer. The 
process is similar to that used 
for a parking ticket and would 
not constitute a criminal offense. 
Giese cautioned that it is still 
difficult to collect the fine from 
the habitual offenders. The court 
system does not want to be clog¬ 
ged with such cases and so they 
are frequently thrown out. 

Expressing a reluctance to 
penalize all pet owners, Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld indicated he 
would prefer a system that would 
“put pressure on the owner 
whose dog is a constant prob¬ 
lem.” Perhaps a much stiffer 
fine for third offense would help.” 

Referral to CRAB 

In order to determine “how we 
can most effectively and efficient¬ 
ly deal with the problems,” Wei¬ 
denfeld suggested the council re¬ 
fer the dog problem f< to CRAB 
(Community Relations Advisory 
Board), get input from citizens 
and contact other municipalities 
to see what they have done.”
